The small agricultural village of 
Pickering, distant ‘some Awenty-five 
miles from Toronto, can’ boast of a 
distinction that is unique in Canada | 
—uhique, in fact, in all the British | 
dominions overseas, says The Toronto 
Star Weekly. There are many people | 


in Canada who have never seen a | 
lord. There are even many who have | 
no desire to see one. But Pickering 
has Jately become the abode not mere- 
ly of one lord, but of two, so favored 
is it-two real, live lords, who have 
come there not to “lord it” over, but 
to fraternize with, @®6 simple, small 
community. Two lords who have ex- 
changed the ermine for the*overalls, 
the coronet for the wideawake! One | 
of these—the elder—is a lord by court= 
esy merely. But he bears an historio 
mame, For the Villierses—Lord Hyde's 
family mame is Villiers—have, ere 
now, played prominent parts on the 
British political stage. And he him- 
self occupies the important and digni- 
fied position of Deputy Lieutenant of 
Hertfordshire—of which fair English 
county his father, the Earl of Claren- 
don, is his Majesty’s Lord Lieutenant | 
~—and is a ‘Justice of Peace in his | 
own county simple as he stands’’ at | 
Pickering. Ho is, moreover, a first | 
cousin of the Earl of Derby and also 
of Lord Ampthill, and is a slightly 
remoter kinsman of the Earl of Lyt- 
ton. But the younger of the two Pick- 
ering lords—Lord Somers—is a full- 
fledged hereditary legislator, and a 
descendant of one of the most famous 
of Lord Chancellors. He is duly en- 
titled both to speak and to vote in 
the House of Lords. However, if, 
when the Home Rule bill reaches that 
bourne whence so many Liberal trav- 
elers, in the shape of contentious bills, 
return rejected, his voice or vote is 
required in connection with it, he will 
have to be fetched, like Cincinnatus 
from the plow. But he will probably 
go less willingly. For Lord Hyde told

DAY OF THE LIGHTNING ROD 


Once Indispensable to Farm Buildings 
Now Seldom Seen 


The announcement of the death in 
Missouri recently of John Cole, in- 
ventor of the lightning-rod, recalls the 
spectacular career of that formerly !n- 
teresting figure in the world of com- 
merce and of science as science was 
understood by the laymen of earlier 
days. 

No doubt there are half grown boys. 
and girls in plenty now who have 
never seen & lightning rod, yet a quar- 
ter of a century ago no building was 
considered safe from a bolt of light- 
ning unless it wis surmounted by the 
trustet steel point which was expect- 
ed to attract the fluid: and convey it 
harmlessly into the earth. 

Public faith in the efficacy of the 
lightning rod was so great that it was 
difficult for the owner of a building to 
get a fire insurance policy unless he 
first provided a lightning rod as a 
shield from danger from the elements, 
as does the average negro depend up- 
on his little bag provided by the hoo- 
doo vender. 


The farmer was the especial easy 
mark selected by the smooth light- 
ning rod pedlar, for the reason that 
the farmer usually owned his home, 
and besides, being less importuned by 
traveling agents, he was more sus- 
ceptible to their wiles, but in the 
towns and cities no residence was 
considered quite complete until it was 
embellished by a lightning rod. 


The pedlar who was on to his job 
would drive up to a prosperous ap- 
pearing farm residence and, equipped 
with e@ small storage battery, would 
proceed to demonstrate to the family 
the awful fate which awaited if the 
home was not protected by a light- 
ning rod. Harrowing tales of the de- 
struction of houses, consuming all the 
earthly possessions of the oceupants 
and frequently resulting in the death 
of the entire family, were told so elo- 
quently and pathetically that a tract 
was usually signed without delay and 
the lightning rod man proceeded to 
cover the house and the barn with 
the slender metallic rods, implanting 
the lower end firmly in the earth and 
erecting as many shafts above the 
roof as his conscience would permit, 
with a rooster or an arrow or some 
other. ornament surmounting the 
shaft. 


When the buildings had been well 
covered in this way the pedlar left on 
his way to persuade others to allow 
him to rod their buildings, and a few 
months later, often, the farmer was 
notified by a bank that he was ex- 
pected to call and pay the amount call- 
ed for in the contract, a sum which 
usually surprised the debtor, but as 
the contract was generally in the na- 
ture of a lien on the buildings ithe 
owner had no option but to pay the 
bill. 


But che passing of the lightning rod 


.has been going on for many years and 


now it is practically unknown except 
when it is seen on some of the older 
buildings where it has been for per- 
haps 25 or 30 years, and the people 
have come to look upon it with about 
as much respect for its virtue as they 
have for the left hind leg of a grave- 
yard rabbit. The ‘lightning rod 
served its purpose. It made Ssever- 
al millionaires, and it calmed the 
feelings of thousands of nervous per- 
sons during thunderstorms, but it has 
gone, and soon it will be recalled only 
by tradition.—San Antonio Express. 


A RUSSIAN MONASTERY 


Army—of-Men Employed and No Seek- 
er for Work is Refused a 


Tramping to the Holy Land the way 
the Russian pilgrims go I came lately 
to New Athos, the most wonderful 
monastery of the Russian world. New 
Athos, or Novy Afon, as the Russians 
call it, is an establishment resembling 
what the best of English monasteries 
must have been prior to 1536.

The monks own vast estates, where 
they grow their oWn corn and culti- 
vate the vine and the olive. They 


have orange and lemon woods, 

They grind the corn in their mills 
and make their own bread; they press 
the grape and the monastery tables 
tell how generous isthe supply of 
wine. In Gogol’s “Dead Souls,” 
among all the humordus accounts of 
decaying States is one serious story 
of a vast property where everything 
was done well. Such among monas-

LIBERTY BELL A FAKE 


Did Not Ring Out Independence, Says 
Historian 


Joseph Jackson, Philadelphia histor- 
ian, comes forward with a statement 
that the old cracked bell which is 
treasured as an historic relic in Inde- 
pendence Hall was not used in pro- 
claiming liberty throughout the land. 
Jackson declares that the thousands 
who came yearly to Independence 
Hall to view the old alleged mouth- 
piece of newly-born liberty -were im- 
posed on. Mr. Jackson then takes up 
the alleged ringing of the bell and the 
claim that it proclaimed liberty on 
July 4, 1776. So far as he has been 
able to discover after years of re- 
search, this misleading statement is 
directly traceable to “Watson’s Annals 
of Philadelphia,” which was published 
in 1830. Prior to the publication of 
that work the bell was known as the 
State house bell and not Liberty bell, 
and nothing had been said about its 

| use in proclaiming independence. Even 
as late as 1830 it was known as the 
State House bell even after that build- 
ing had ceased to be the assembly and 
title had passed to Philadelphia. 


Body Cells and Foods 


The cells of our body never learn 
what the character of the food which 
we eat really is.” With this sen- 
tence delivered at a recent meeting 
of Swiss men of science, Professor 
-Emil Abmen.has concisely defined a 
modern viewpoint of nutrition whieh; 

Before 
they leave the alimentary tract the 
foodstuffs which we eat are broken up 
into fragments that serve as the real 
food of the body.

acteris.ic substanves simple “building 
stones” at the disposal of the internal 
tissue cells so that they can select 
or further rearrange them as_ the 
special functions require. Whether 
{t is meat or cereals that we eat is, 
after all, largely a matter of indiffer- 
ence, for they all furnish similar di- 
gestion fragments, so long as the di- 
gestive processes perform timir duty.

There is no indication of any 
cessation of the enthusiasm 
with which the holiday is ob- 
served. The impression which 
s made each year in the larger 
centres by the processions of 
the men engaged in the ‘differ- 
ent callings has tnidoubtédfy | 
done not a little to make .the 
general public realize what a 
powerful forée organized labor 
has become. Fortunately, there 
has been no tendency at any 
time to celebrate in any but the 
most orderly manner. In this 
respect there has been a great 
contrast to the old May Day 
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produce very limited ebaitien:,

Edmonton, Alta, Aug.—Alberta, 
the youngest province in Canada, is 
the first tocomply with the condi 
tions of the Dominion act respect:

the certificate of the provincial at- 
torney-general are entered at Ottawa, 
Authorities on the subject of child 
| training, including Judge Lindsay of 
Devver, Judge Mack of Chicago and 
Judge Adams of Cleveland, declare 
this will complete the best series of 
acts for the rescue and protection of 
ebildren in force anywhere on the 
American continent. 

The act. which was introduced into 
the Dominion parliament through 
the efforts of W. L. Scott, a barrister 
at Ottawa, and assented toin July, 
198, extends the principles that have 
been applied to the delinquent und 
neglected child iv Alberta since the 
adoption of the ‘Children’s Protection, 
act, passed by the provincial legisla- 
ture. 

The preamble 6f the Dominion act 
fully sets forth the spirit of remedial 
legislation in the interest of children, 
as follows: 

“Itis inexpedient that youthful 
offendersshou'd be c'assed or dealt 
with as ordimary. criminals, the wel 
fare of the community demanding

“FIRST ANIMAL HOSPITAL. ' 


It Was Established Im the Orient Over 
Two Thousand Years Ago. 

One must go to the orient and look 
back more than 2,000 sears to find the 
tirst animal bospital kvown. 

The famous Buddbist emperor of In- 
dia, Asoka, whose long reign from 264 
to 227 B. CO. abonnded In many good 
works, was probably the earliest to es- 
tablish a bospital for the treatment of 
animals, says Our Dumb Animals, 
Asoka was a true bomanitarian as weil 
as a most powerful sovereign and, al- 
thong® ruling a vast domain, became 
deeply impressed by tbe horrors of 
warfare. 

He gave op bis desire for conquest, 
and tbe rock inscriptions, whicb are 
still extant, record such beneficent 
edicts of bis as the counseling of plant 
fog shade trees, the digging of wells, 
sending out of missionaries, appoint- 
ment of special officers to supervise 
charities, the establishing of bospitals 
for humankind and animals, 

it is of interest to know that the last 
remaining of Asoka’s bospitais was 

| devoted to animals. It covered twen- 
ty-five acres and was divided tuto

Murder At Calgary 


Special Policeman Is Found Lying 
In Gore In The Railway Yards 
No Clue To —, 


Calgary. Sept 4. Spe cial 
policeman Robert G. MacIntosh 
of the Canadian Pacific railway 
was murdered about 10 o'clock 
tonight presumably by tramps 
in the C.P.R. yards. 

MacIntosh was found lying 
inthe shadowof some box cars 
about: fiye minutes after the 
shooting, unconscious, with his 
revolyer still tightly clasped in 
his right hand. 

All chambers of his gun were 
loaded. ‘The assassin’s bullet 
entered the right side under 
the arm and passed through 
the body. 


The unfortunate man died 


l without regaining conscious= 


ness. 

The police have absolutely 
noclae to the identity of the 
murderer. 

MacIntosh was about 25 years 
of age and has a_ wife and two 
children in England.
